Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for priority under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(e). 



Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see page 15 of Applicant's Remarks, filed 01/19/06, with respect 
to the objection of claims 3, 8, 9, 17, 22 and 23 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
The objection of claims 3, 8, 9, 17, 22 and 23 has been withdrawn since these claims have been 
rewritten into independent form and appropriately cancelled. 

3. Applicant's arguments, see pages 14-16 of Applicant's Remarks, filed 01/19/06, with 
respect to the 35 USC 1 12 2"^ paragraph rejection of claims 2, 3, 8, 9, 16, 17, 22, 23 and 37-42 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 USC 112 2"^ paragraph rejection of 
claims 2, 3, 8, 9, 16, 17, 22, 23 and 37-42 has been withdrawn since the Applicant's explanations 
and citation of the specification, in reference to the variables found within limitations of the 
above claims, has been accepted.

homogeneous viewer space coordinates and attributes from world space triangle vertex data, 
using the viewer space coordinates to calculate homogeneous coefficients which include 
perspective data which in turn are used to calculate barycentric coefficients from which an 
attribute of a pixel affected by the triangle is computed, in combination with the further 
limitations of claims 1, 15, 29 and 37-42 respectively above. 

In reference to claims 2, 4-7, 10-14, 16, 18-21, 24-28 and 30-36, claims 2, 4-7, 10-14, 16, 
18-21, 24-28 and 30-36 depend upon allowable claims 1,15 and 29 above and therefore are also 
deemed allowable.
